Killaloe Graveyard Controversy

ENNIS, Friday. 
HE care of Roman Catholic graves 
+ in the Protestant churchyard at- 
tached to the Cathedral of Flan- 
nan, Killaloe, was was the subject of 
discussion at yesterday's meeting of the Clare 
Board of Health. It seems that formerly 
the Scariff District Council appointed a man 
to Jook after such graves, and later the 
Board of Health purported to appoint a per- 
manent caretaker. n. July, 1930, the Very 
Rev. Henry J. Gillespie, D.D., the Dean of 
Killaloe wrote inquiring if it were a fact that 
one *‘Paddy Barry had been appointed to 
clear up portion of the graveyard surround- 
ing the Cathedral Church, and was paid by 
the County Council.” Dr. Gillespie added 
that the Cathedral and churchyard were 
vested in the Representative Church Body, 
and no person had any rights in connection 
with them except by the permission of the 
Dean and Chapter. In September, 1930, Mr. 
W. J. Holmes, C.E., informed the Board of 
Health that the Representative Church Body 
had appointed a responsible caretaker, and 
that Dr. Gillespie would be pleased if Barry's 
BEIR were terminated. 

“urther correspondence, reports and com- 
plaints followed, and in January of this year 
the Free State Local Government, Department 
wrote to the Board of Health that, as Killa-

HEN Anthony Quinlan, farmer, Glen- 
gar, was charged at Dundrum (Tip- 
perary) District Court yesterday with 
having a “ bulldog” revolver unlawfully in 
his posséssion, Detective Sergeant Hannafin, 
Cappawhite, said that when searching a room 
in Quinlan’s house, Quinlan said: “T have 
it here; I'll hand it up,” at the same time 
producing the revolver from a press. . He 
told witness that the revolver was the means 
of saving his life in the troubles of 1922. 

District Justice Troy (to the defendant)— 
You are aware that not long ago an un- 
fortunate man in this area was taken from 
his bed in the middle of the night and 
murdered on the roadside. An innocent man, 
except in special circumstances, where he 
gets a permit for it, has no business with 
a revolver—especially in a district where 
there are people who have no regard for the 
laws of God or man. 

Sergeant Hannafin said that, from what he 
had learned of Quinlan’s character, he did 
not think he would use the revolver for a 
criminal purpose. 

The Justice said that, were it not for the 
good character given of byes by the 
sergeant, he would certainly be sent to jail. 

Guinlan was then discharged under the 
Probation of Offenders Act.

In compliance with a requisition signed by 
twenty-six members of the Society, a special 
general meeting of the members of the In- 
corporated Law Society of Ireland will be 
held at 45 Kildare street, Dublin, on Wed- 
nesday next, at half past two o'clock p.m., 
for the purpose of considering the following 
resolution passed at a crite | of the Dublin 
Circuit and District Courts. Bar Association 
on August 5th, 19351 :— 

“That we draw the attention of the In- 
corporated Law Society to the resolution of 
the Dublin and District Courts Bar Associa- 
tion, passed on the 27th day of May, 1930 
(a copy of which is subjoined), with 
reférence to the even then urgent necessity 
of bringing the Circuit Court Rules into im- 
mediate operation, and we urge that 
immediate action should be taken by the In- 
corporated Law Society, in conjunction 
with the Council of the Irish Bar, this 
Association and the other local bar ‘associa- 
tions in Saorstat Eireann to secure the im- 
mediate summoning of the two Houses of 
the Oireachtas for the purpose of passing as 
emergency measures (1) an Act on the lines 
of Section 8 of the Courts of Justice Act, 
1928, rendering judgments and decreés 
already granted or pronouneed which involve 


costs affected by the Supreme Court’ decision 


in the case of White v. Stokes and Quirke 
incapable of being questioned or. impugned 
and (2), a resolution pursuant to Section 
101 of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, bring- 
ing the Circuit Court Rules into’ immediate 
operation, so as to apply. to all -sueh 
‘judgments and decrees as carry Circuit 
Court costs, and are not covered by the Act. 

‘That we request, the Council of the

Confidence tricksters are, the police autho- 
rities warn the public, particularly active just 
now in London and the big English ports. A

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FREE STATE TRADE 
WITH RUSSIA. | 


RECORDS ‘REVEAL THE 
“ FIVE-YEAR PLAN.” 


By-a Spectat CORRESPONDENT. 

Echoes of the Five Year Plan are to be 
found in the figures for Irish Free State- 
Soviet trade contained in the Irish Free 
State trade returns for the first half of 
this year, which were published. yesterday, 
and ‘reveal that, while exports from 
the Irish Free State to Russia dropped 
from £335,185 in the first six months of 
1930 to £1,293 for the corresponding 
period of this year, 
country from Russia for the same periods 
were £13,880 in 1930 and £104,100 in 1931. 

An influx of petrol and cereals into this 
country from Russia goes a long way 
towards accounting for the tremendous 
increase in the figures, huge markets 
having been created here for these com- 
modities by the Russians where none 
existed before. Petroleum is sold by 
Russian Oil Products at prices lower than 
other concerns, and it is popular among 
commercial users. 

Comparative figures for the two half- 
years are given in the following table.

_feeding-stuffs have decreased from £3,280 


to £1,562, while those of bacon have gone 
down £300 to nothing. 

To understand the drop in the volume 
of Irish Free State exports to Russia it is 
necessary, first, to realise that these ex- 
ports consisted of but a single commodity 
—agricultural tractors (and, of course, 
their parts). For some time the output 
of tractors at Cork has stood almost at 
vanishing point, and the Department’s 
classified list of exports for the ‘period 
under review shows that only 3,379 
machines, the value of which was 
£318,798, were exported, as compared with 
13,605, having a value of £1,418,731, in 
the arvemei tins period of last year. 

Although total exports for the half-year 
ending June, 1930, were £335,185, the 
total for the whole year amounted to only 
£364,071, showing that the decline had set 
in in the second half of that year. Of 
that £364,071, £363,951 consisted of 
tractor parts and £103-of tractors, while 
the balance was made up of “ parcel 
post ' items. .The cessation for the 
demand for these merely means that 
Russian wants have been fully supplied.

oe MOMENTOUS 
YEAR.

Patrick's Purgatory, in Lough Derg, 
closes to-day, the Feast of the Assump- 
tion, after a duration of ten weeks. 

The last week has been remarkable for the 
very large numbers who performed the 
penitential exercises on this lone island in a 
dark lake, surrounded by the mountains of 
Donegal. All day long hundreds upon 
hundreds of barefooted pilgrims, bravely ob- { 
served the strict’ order on the island. So 
large were the numbers this week that queues 
were formed from the new basilica conse- 
crated there this year to the Saints’ “ beds,”’ 
around which the pilgrims trod on jutting 
rocks. 

There are no distin¢etions in the island. The 
highest in the land and the humblest are, in 
every sense of the word, on. equal footing 
during the three days of penance, prayer and 
fast. Motor omnibuses, private and hackney 
cars, and horse-drawn vehicles, motor and 
“push ”’ bicycles have been bringing pilgrims 
to the lake shore from all parts of Ireland 
throughout the week, and large boats, capable 
of conveying 150 passengers apiece, have been 
plying to and from the island, guided by hefty 
oarsmen. On an average, there were one 
thousand pilgrims on the island daily, 

FIFTEEN CENTURIES. 

This great pilgrimage has gone on, almost 
uninterruptedly for fifteen centuries since 
Saint Patrick retired: there for prolonged 
periods of fast and prayer. 

The penances are austere. No food is 
eaten, with the exception of oatcake, made 
on water, or white bread with a cup of milk- 
less tea once daily. Kven this is refused by 
some pilgrims, who subsist on the island 
“wine,” which is merely water to which 
is addéd a shake of pepper or a pinch of 
sugar, and is sipped with a spoon. 

On the night of the pilgrim’s arrival he 
has no sleep, but has to keep vigil in the 
church until six o'clock of the following 
morning, when the daily prayers in the 
church,. with Mass, are conducted by the 
Venerable Prior, Very Rev. Dean Keown, of 
the Diocese of Clogher—that diocese to which 
the island is attached. 

The penitential exercises of the first day are 
continued on the second and third days, when 
the pilgrim is at liberty to don socks and boots 
and headgear again. The regulation applies 
equally to women as to men. The more severe 
penitential. exercises. are. those around the 
Saints’ ‘‘ beds ’’—the circular, rocky founda- 
tions of the cells of the saints, who in older 
times resorted here, and some of whom rest 
in the hallowed island. 


THE LAST DAY. 

As the. penitent proceéds with his daily 
exercises amongst a thousand others, he is at 
once. impressed with the silence and stillness 
prevailing; the strange sanctity that abounds 
everywhere. Lone in the extreme, the island

is set in a lake virtually surrounded by moun- 
tains.

The second document in the correspondence 
is a letter to the Collector of Surat, dated 
Bardoli, July 24, in which Mr. Gandhi says: 
“ Although after our talk at Surat on the 
13th instant I had expected some action, I 
was unprepared for the terrible events of the 
past ten days. You or your subordinates 
have used not only coercive, but repressive 
measures against the poor villagers, and prac- 
tically forced payment from them. 

‘‘In my opinion, this is a breach of faith, 
if not of the settlement, The Government 
knew that Congressmen were, telling the 
people to pay all they could, whether on 
account of current dues or arrears. We 
found alse that it was all the people could do 
to pay the current dues without having to 
horrow. We made an inquiry into the losses 
they had sustained. 1 sent you, too, a note 
showing the losses suffered by the people. 
Our workers threw themselves heart and soul 
into the work of collection. As you know, 
I was in Bardoli myself for some time doing 
work, and then it was that Sardar Vallabhai 
took sole charge here, and 1 went to Borsad. 
Your subordinates knew what we were 
telling people for some time. Payment from 
S.idla (a village) was not accepted until 
arrears were also paid. 

“ We could not collect the arrears, and 
ultimately payment was accepted against 
receipt for current dues, without any reserva- 
tion. During all this time it was assumed 
that there would be no coercive process, and 
certainly no show of force or police raids to 
threaten poor people. ‘The payments made 
under these. cireumstances 1 regard as pay-

There is also the matter of the confiscated 
lands in five villages in the Bulsar Taluka, 
in respect of which fines are being demanded 
for non-agricultural use before they are 
restored. This in breach of the settlement. 

‘There are other matters which 1 do not 
propose to mention just now. Unless satis- 
faction is given in the matters herein 
mentioned, or an impartial open tribunal is 
appointed by the Government to examine the 
complaints herein made, and all processes

, Du Malcolm Hailey replied on August 6 :— 

Thank you very much for your telegram 
dated August 5.

A considerable number of evictions takes 
place every year in ordinary ci ;

There are one or two areas 
in which they are said to have exceeded the’ 
normal, but we have already called for 
figures of evictions, and as soon as these 
figures are available we shall be in a better 
position to appraise the situation. 

“My impression, on conversation 
with many persons concerned, is that land- 
lords have in many districts been averse from 
making ejectments owing to the difficulty of 
securing new tenants in a period of falling 
prices, and I know also that District Officers 
generally are using their influence to get

The Col- 
bile did, however, show special forbear- 
ance in regard to the employment of coercive 
processes, and it was only after some months 
delay, and then only in carefully selected 
eases, that he resorted to them. 

“The prompt response of revenue payers, 
and the negligible extent to which attach- 
ment became necessary showed then that 
there were many persons able to pay who 
had not done so, and established the fact 
that action had become necessary only in 
consequence of their failure to observe the 
settlement. Nor is His Excellency able to 
agree with you that there has been any 
breach of faith on the part of the Collecter. 
All that the Collector undertook to do was 
to consider any lists which might be sub- 
mitted to him by Congress workers, con- 
taining names of revenue. defaulters whom 
they believed to be unable to pay either the 
whole or a part of their dues, just as he 
was also willing to consider applications of a 
simi-sr character received direct from the 
Khatedar, while reserving the right to de- 
cide each case on its merits. 

‘Neither Government nor the Collector 
has ever accepted the position that the col- 
lection of land revenue should be dependent 
on the advice of Congress, and His Excel- 
lency has no doubt that you will yourself 
realise that the decision as to whether a par- 
ticular person can gp cannot pay .must rest 
with the Collector. ' “i, 

“- Holding, therefore, as he does, that there 
has been neither a breach oí faith nor a 
breach of the settlement in any action which 
has beep. taken, His Excellency in Council 
is unable to approve of the refund of any 
sums already. collected. I aim to explain, 
however, that this particular issue is no 
longer one of practical importance, for the 
following reasors:—It' is’ common: ground 
that all who can now pay should do so, and, 
further, that normal methods of land revenue 
administration should be puisued when the 
timie comes for the collection of the next 
instalment, due in January or February next. 
The practical question, therefore, concerns 
the intervening period. With regard to this, 
the usual practice is to allow measures of 
collection to slacken after the end of the 
land revenue vear, that is, July J3lst. 

‘In accordanct with this practice, active 
coercive measures would not ordinarily be 
resumed until after the end of the monsoon, 
and His Excellency has no doubt that in 
ordinary circumstances most of the balance 
of arrears might have been recovered in 
October next. I am, however, to inform 
you that in view of the special circumstances 
this year, and in order to facilitate the work- 
ing of the settlement, His Excellency in 
Council has decided not to adopt any further 
coercive measure for the collection of arrears 
unless they remain unpaid at the time of 
the next instalment, that is, in January or 
February, 1932. 

“The position, therefore, is, that those 


| who can now pay should freely do so, and 


that any arrears then outstanding will be 
collected, together with the current demands, 
at the time of the next instalment, in accord- 
ance with the ordinary rules of revenue 
administration, 
_ “While the situation at Bardoli is the 
immediate occasion for these orders, it is 
intended to apply similar orders to the whole 
of the districts of Surat, Broach and Kaira, 
so far as local circumstances. render them 
applicable. In order to prevent any misunder- 
standing, I am to explain that these orders 
will not mean that no efforts will be made to 
collect unauthorised arrears before the date of 
the first instalment, but such efforts will be 
confined to ordinary methods of persuasion. 
““I am also to add that some further in- 
quiries into the means of defaulters may be 
necessary for the purpose of distinguishing 
those arrears which nigh’ possibly be sus- 
pended from those which should be classed 
as unauthorised, und His Excellency hopes

retation of the settlement and as to the 
ull carrying out ef the terms by the one 

rty or the other. Mr. Gandhi asked that 
ocal governments should appoint a board of 
enquiry, consisting of a nominee on their 
behalf and a nominee on behalf of Congress, 
to conduct a summary enquiry into ga- 
tions on either side, and stated that, wher- 
ever it was found that the rule of ful 
picketing had been at all violated, picketing 
would be entirely suspended. 

Mr. Emerson, in reply, stated that the 
effect of Mr. Gandhi's proposs! would be to 
transfer from the police to a board of enquiry 
the duty of maintaining the law in respect of 
picketing. This was not practicable; nor was 
it intended by the settlement. If general 
breaches of the settlement raised questions of 
policy affecting law and order or the effective 
working of the Administration it would be 
clearly impossible for the Government to 
restrict their freedom of action by reference 
to a board of arbitration. 

This concludes the correspondence.

In this matter there are two schools of 
thought. Many middle-aged men of the.

They detect a distinct and, as they 
fear, a permanent weakening of the 
national character. They think that the 
movement toward internationalism, for all 
its undoubted merits, has vitiated the 
spirit of patriotism and has deprived the 
English outlook of the old qualities of 
nobility and sternness. They are begin- 
ning to be convinced that the dole, with 
its lamentable effects on ambition and 
industry, is now an incurable cancer, and 
they are fertile in despairing analogies 
from the story of the Roman Empire. If 
these men are sound judges and true 
prophets, actum est de  republica. 
The other school is more cheerful. 
It pins its faith to the generation 
who were little children in the years 
of the Great War. Millions of these are 
entering now upon the responsibility of 
the franchise. They have not inherited 
the horror and disillusionment that 
oppress their surviving parents. Most of 
them have been educated decently at the 
State schools, and large numbers.of these, 
by force of their own brains, have reached 
the universities and can contemplate good 
careers. Improved housing and sanitation 
have worked wonders upon the national 
physique. The younger generation in 
Britain to-day are an open-air generation, 
alive to the beauties of nature and keen 
cultivators of games. Soon these young 
people will be the creators of British 
Governments, and with their coming, as 
the optimists hope, a higher purpose will 
animate politics. The dole, indeed, remains 
a peril, but, if it is abolished in time, the 
younger generation hardly will have been 
tainted by it.

Irish Athletics, 


To-day at Croke Park a team of French 
athletes will compete against the picked 
men of Ireland, One of the most 
encouraging signs of our times is the way 
in which public interest in athletics has 
been revived. There was a time when the 
athletes of this little island were famous 
throughout the world—when the Leahys, 
the Flanagans, the O’Connors, the 
McGraths and the Davins were able to 
hold their own in the field against the 
champions of Europe and the United 
States. In recent years, however, there 
has been a sad decline in Irish athletics. 
The War, followed by the political disturb- 
ances in Ireland, turned the people’s 
minds away from sport, and, although 
good athletes continued to be bred, 
organisation was lacking, with the result 
that Ireland fell behind. Since General 
O’Duffy took command of the situation 
there has been a vast improvement. He 
has been able to rekindle popular 
enthusiasm for athletics in a manner 
which a few years ago would have seemed 
to be impossible. By means of a personal 
appeal he has raised large. sums for the 
development of native talent, and not 
many days ago an Irish team gave a sound 
trouncing to Scotland. Next year a team 


will bo sent from Ireland to compete at 


the Olympic Games in Los Angeles. 
Preparations already are well in hand, 
and the Irishmen ought to give a good 
account of themselves. The work. that. is 
being done by General O’Duffy is worthy 
of the strongest support. His aim is not 
only the winning of athletic contests, but 
the development of the sporting instinct 
among the people and the production of a 
sturdy race. It is a work in which every- 
body can help; for on the athletic field 
Irishmen of every creed and class can 
meet in happy rivalry.

Balancing the Budget. 


It is understood that the Cabinet Com- 
mittee has outlined its policy to carry out 
Mr. Macdonald’s pledge to balance the 
next Budget at all costs. It meets again 
on Monday to adjust certain details, 
about which it is said that there has not 
been general agreement. On Wednesday 
there will be a meeting of the Cabinet 
itself to discuss the scheme. At that 
meeting it will be determined probably 
whether Parliament shall be called 
together before the 20th October, to which 
date it was adjourned. For this 
emergency, re-assembling, if it takes place, 
will be solely for the purpose of passing 
such legislation as may be necessary to 
carry out the Government 's economy policy. 
Having performed this task, Parliament 
will resume holiday without attempting 
to transact any other business. On 
Thursday the Trades Union Council and 
the Executive of the Labour Party will 
hold a joint conference to discuss the 
financial position, and it is not without 
interest to note that large numbers of 
members of those organisations already 
have announced their uncompromising 
hostility to the May Committee’s pro- 


posals. 
Mr. Gandhi's Plans. 


After much hesitation, Mr. Gandhi has 
declared his intention to boycott the 
Round Table Conference, greatly to the 
elation of his fellow-Congress leaders. His 
absence unquestionably will be a blow to 
that important gathering, and it causes 
general disappointment by imperilling the 
work of Lord Irwin in negotiating the 
Delhi agrement which had, as its primary 
object, the co-operation of Congress in the 
making of the new constitution. There is 
still another week before the last boat 
leaves Bombay for London in time for 
Mr. Gandhi to be here for the Conference, 
and there is some hope that in the 
interval better counsels will induce him to 
change his mind at the last moment. 


Scotland’s Electricity. 


With the announcement that the Central 
Electricity Board has adopted the South 
of Scotland electricity scheme the mapping 
out of the whole of Great Britain for the 
supply of electric light and power is nearly 
complete. This is the ninth of ten schemes 
designed under the Act of 1926 to cover 
the whole country. Only No. 5 of Scotland 
now remains to be surveyed. Contracts 
for the southern work will be put in hand 
with as little delay as possible, and the 
total expenditure is estimated at nearly 
three and a-half million pounds. The 
complete unification of the cost of produc- 
tion for all the areas in the electricity grid 
scheme is now in sight. This, of course, 
has been the first object of the Board, and 
it is hoped that ultimately it will apply 
also to distribution, which, however, is 
looking some years ahead. When the 
national power chain is accomplished it is 
expected that current will be supplied at a 
remarkably cheap rate. 


Air Force Regulations. 


As an experimental measure new Air 
Force regulations have been promulgated 
in place of those issued last year. Briefly, 
they will permit, at the discretion of the 
C.O., the wearing of plain clothes and 
absence from camp when a pass after 
duty until midnight on any day of the 
week. Similar privileges for the rank and 
file of the Army have been operative for 
some time, but the soldier avails himself of 
them sparingly, at least as far as plain 
clothes are concerned. Probably the cost of 
a complete rig out in mufti takes the edge 
off his appetite for ‘‘ civies.” Then there 
is the difficulty of storage, the accommoda- 
tion at Tommy’s disposal being extremely 
limited, after all his service kit and 
impedimenta have been provided for.

Indeed, if Mr, 
Macdonald proposes, through fear of his 
own following, to spare the dole-drawer, 
the appeal will be both dishonest and 
vain. The middle classes will rebel 
against it, and the present rake’s progress 
will be aggravated by a new bitterness of 
political conflict. We recognise Mr. 
Macdonald’s difficulty. Insistence upon 
really all-round economies will enrage the 
trade unions and may split the Socialist 
Party. If he is a patriot and a statesman, 
Mr. Macdonald will take the risk; as 
between his career and his country he will 
choose his country. If the new generation 
can rise to the spirit of 1914, it will 
respond bravely to the appeal for 
sacrifice; and, in the end, the unselfish 
ardour of the younger England will 
prevail. The adventure requires faith and 
courage, but it is the only way if England 
is to be saved. True statesmanship, 
regardless of its own fortunes, will . give 
her the opportunity to save herself. 


Railways in France, . 


The British and Irish railways are not 
lone sufferers from the encroachments of 
the internal combustion engine. France's 
railways, too, have been losing money 
steadily for years. The deficit in their 
common fund, which was instituted in 
1921, says the Paris Correspondent of the 
Morning Post amounted last year to more 
than £14,000,000, and the aggregate loss 


of all the lines is estimated at something |. 


like £2,000,000 a year. Fares have been 
raised and taxation has been remitted, but 
the drain persists. The Government, 
therefore, is resolved that a thorough 
reform of the railway system must be 
initiated before the collapse ‘has gone too 


far. In order to divert . omnibuses 


populous city of Hankow are even more 
terrible, More than eight thousand deaths 
have occurred through drowning, and the 
dead bodies float in the streets, mingled 
with the decomposing carcases of animals. 
The system of drainage in the city has 
proved quite inadequate to cope \.ith the 
emergency, and fears of pestilence are 
added to the present horror of the floods. 
A report that numerous coffins have 


i floated from their resting places and are 


being utilised as boats adds a final touch 
of desolation to the picture. Rain con- 
tinnes to fall in the valley of the Yangtze, 
and the waters of the Whangho have 
reached the top of their embankments. 
Only a rapid decline in the river levels 
can save the lives of some millions of 
peasants, who now are awaiting fearfully 
a breach in the banks; but, even if the 
country is spared this crowning disaster, 
China must look forward to a year of 
famine. The autumn crops have been 
washed away, and the Government's 
scheme to provide for the starving millions 
can afford only the most temporary relief. 
China’s sorrows, indeed, come not as 
single spies, but in battalions. A telegram 
received yesterday tells of a shocking ex- 
plosion in Macao, near Hong Kong, which 
has added many names to the death-roll of 
the unhappy country.

The British experiment, inaugurated at 
the beginning of this month, of employing 
large trans-Atlantic liners for week-end 
trips at sea showed that there are many 
people desiring the experience of life on an 
ocean-going liner. A somewhat similar 
system is being introduced in France, but 
in this case the vessels will be moored 
within sight of land and will be used as 
floating hotels. Two luxurious liners are 
to be anchored off Monte Carlo. and the 
passengers are to be provided with all the 
amenities of life on a ship without risk of 
the discomforts associated with rough 
weather. For those who desire to remain 
on board during the whole period of their 
stay suitable games and amusements will 
' be provided, while those who prefer to go 
ashore will be able to land at any time 
by means of a service of tenders. 


British Agriculture. 


Dr. Addison, Minister of Agriculture 
has sought refuge behind the financial 
crisis to refuse any form of assistance tv 
British agriculture. The industry is in 
a deplorable condition, and bankruptcy 
stares many farmers in the face, especial!y 
those in the County of Norfolk. who have 
considerably increased their wheat crow- 
ing acreage on the half promise last year 
that the Government was going to assist, 
at any rate, that form of cultivation. A 
good enough case was made out to the 
Minister by a representative deputation 
from the farming interests—they came 
away from the interview empty-handed :

NECESSITY FOR DRASTIC 
ECONOMY. 


The Marquess of Reading, who cn 
Thursday returned from his honeymoon on 
the Continent, was interviewed on the 
financial situation by a Press Association 
reporter at Deal Castle yesterday. 

‘* The economic position,’’ he said, “ 1s 
sufficiently serious to require that party 
interests should be subordinated to the 
emergencies of the national situation. For 
some time it has been apparent to all 
thoughtful students of politics that a 
drastic economy campaign is imperative if 
the Budget is to balance and the credit of 
the country is to be maintained. The 
policy of economy in administration can 
only be effectively pursued if the Govern- 
ment is assured of the co-operation of the 
other political parties. 


TWO POSSIBLE COURSES. 


““A National Government would have 
many advantages, but there are diffi- 
culties, and, if political exigencies make 
this impossible, then the only other course 
is by co-operation with the existing 
Government. The responsibility ‘for pro- 
posals must then rest with them.

AMMUNITION 
BLOWN UP. 


From REUTFR'8 CORRESPONDENT. 
HONG KONG, Thursday. 


Five Portuguese and two Africans were 
killed and scores were injured in the 
explosion of an ammunition magazine at 
Macao this morning. 

The explosion is believed to be due to 
spontaneous combustion. Four Portuguese 
and nineteen Chinese were seriously 
wounded, while seventeen Europeans, 
thirty-five Chinese and five Africans 
received minor injuries. 

Hardly a house in Macao escaped 


least £200,000. 

The killed include Sergeant-Major 
Antonio Vidal in charge of the magazine— 
who lived 300 yards from the scene of the 
explosion, and whose wife and son were 
seriously injured—and the Public Works 
overseer and his nephew. Thore seriously 
hurt include the Artillery Commandant, 
Major Gorgulho, and his wife. a 
lieutenant and non-commissioned officer 
and his wife. 


“LIKE AN EARTHQUAKE.” 


Eye-witnesses arriving in Hong Kong 
state that the explosion shook Macao like 
an earthquake, and a pall of smoke hung 
over the town for some time afterwards. 

Portions of shattered concrete from the 
magazine were hurled to a distance of 300 
yards from the scene, while the explosion 
scorched the grass over a wide area and 
stripped all the trees. 

The Flora Palace, adjoining the 
magazine, which was formerly the 
Governor's residence, and is now a kinder- 
garten, was completely wrecked, and it is 
now learned that the Chinese caretaker 
and his family of six were wiped out. 

A later message says it is feared the 
death-roll amounts to twenty-six. 

{ Nore— Macao, which is situated on the 
island of the same name at the mouth of 
the Cantor River. is a Portuguese 
possession with a population of about 
157,175, but the trade is mostly «in the 
hands, of Chinese, who form over 150,000 
of the inhabitants. |

‘We fully appreciate the link that binds us 
in Enrone to Britain’s destiny. I do not know 
an intellectual Frenchman who is not dis- 
tressed to think of the wresent decline in 
British prestige’’—and add to this text a 
most perspicacious and helpful examination 
of Britam 's economic troubles? 


THE MONEY MARKET. 


Now what is the money market and what 
are these “‘ exchanges ' which have figured 
so largely during and since the tremulous days 
of July. 

The money market is an organisation, not 
a place. It fs a collection of banks, financial 
houses, insurance companies, discount com- 
panies, institutions engaved in brokerage and 
dealings in money and credit. It is regulated 
by customary usage and good faith rather 
than by definite rules. Its operations provide 
the reservoir to which all the free money or 
canital of the country has access, and from 
which all capital needs can be supplied at a 
price measured by interest or discount rates. 
Into it flow for temporary remunerative em- 
ployment the free balances of all the 
financial institutions and dealers in the 
country—hbalances for investment for as short 
a term as a single day; for money has a time 
value, and should never be allowed to stand 
idle. Banks and all those who deal in money 
have day-to-day balances, which can be thus 
placed for repayment on demand, or for a 
term of days or weeks or months. The long- 
term loans, of course, affect the money 
market, and are affected by it, but the short- 
term transactions are its characteristic 
activity. Hence its sensitiveness to every 
factor which may affect economic conditions, 
national finance and, above all, the confidence

Recent. events have demonstrated that the 
London money market has only been able to 
maintain an adequate level of capital in its 
reservoit by rises of the bank rate, which 
mean London's: paying 44 per cent. for money 
where New York Paris were paying no 
more than 1 per cent. and per cent. 
respectively. And the adverse exchange rates 
and gold éxports ‘have indicated a steady 
outflow of payments by Britain to the 
foreigner. 

Why there has been a lowered level of 
capital in the reservoir, and why the balance 
of payments has heen set,.so strongly in 
favour of the foreigner, will be considered in 
subsequent articles.

SIR W. THOMSON MORISON. 

Sir William Thomson Morison, K.C.S.L., 
Edmburgh, a distinguished retired Indian 
Civil Servant, who had been staying along 
with a cousin, Miss Scott, Bridgefost, Devon 
atthe King’s Arms Hotel, Kyleakin, Isle of 
Hicye, while travelling by “bus to Portree 
on Thursday, died suddenly on the way. 
His remains are being conveyed to Edin- 
burgh for cremation by instruction left by 
Sir William with his agents. 

Sir William Thomson Morison, who was 
seveuty-one years of age, was born in Edin- 
burgh, and joined the Índian Civil Service in 
riú and after having served as Assistant- 
Collector and Magistrate in Bombay Resi- 
dency, was appointed Deputy Commissioner, 
Upper Burma. He held this position from 
1887 401890, and wes awarded s medal with 
clasp for the manner in which he discharged 
his duties in et rere: ae es 

Subsequently he acted as administrator in 
Porbandar State as collector and magistrate, 
as secretary to Government political and 
revenue departments, 
customs and revenue, as president of the 
Indian Factory Labour Commission, and as 
member of the Executive Council of the 
Governor of Bombay. , 

He received the K.C.8.I. in 1921,'and the 
C.M.G. in 1917. 


MR. WIFLIAM MOORE. 

The death of Mr. William Moore, a well- 
known Northern educationist, took place at 
his residence, 80 Seacliffe road, Bangor, in 
his eighty fourth year. His first appoint- 
ment was as principal of a school at Crees- 
lough, Co. Donegal, which he had formerly 
attended as a pupil.

WHY POTATO CROPS 
FAIL. 


ÁR 


NEED FOR A CHANGE 
OF SEED. 


— -——— 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Unless they are grown in proper rotation. 
potatoes cannot be expected to produce a 
good crop, either in yield or quality. Failure 
to recognise this has resulted in growers. 
dissatisfied with results, putting the blame 
on causes which do not exist. 

A. case in int has occurred in the 

Maharees district of County Kerry, where the 
failure of potatoes over a wide area has been 
attributed to every cause but the right one. 
A similar trouble wccurred in the Arran 
Islands three years ago, but when the defect 
was pointed out rs in that region im- 
mediately set about adopting proper methods 
of, cultivation and mapuring. s a result, 
satisfactory crops have been raised. 
_ A similar state of affairs was developing 
in the Rush and Lusk area, but on right 
methods of cropping being adopted the danger 
of light crops was successfully averted, 

Investigation has shown that in Castle- 
gregory and the Maharees district potatoes 
have been continuously grown in the same 
soil year after year without adequate 
manuring or change of seed. In many cases 
the soil is brought from the seashore and 
spread on the bare rocks. Here potatwes have 
been successively and successfully grown year 
after year, with the aid of seaweed as manure. 
Such conditions are not favourable to a satis- 
factory potato crop, because they favour the 
enemies oi the ; 

NO MYSTERIOUS DISEASE. 

When a member of the Kerry County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture, who expressed the 
belief that the failure occurred on freshly- 
planted as well as worn-out potato land, 
visited the districts affected with Mr. Scully, 
the Kerry County Instructor in Agriculture, 
ne found that where fresh ground had been 
planted the was satisfactory. 

One source of damage to the crop is wire- 
worm, found largely in conditions such as 
those referred to. Eelworm was also found 
in the ‘ potato sick ” land, but this by no 
means accounts for the poverty of the crop, 
which is not diseased. hat a rs to te 
‘aost wanted is a change of seed as often ts 
required, adequate manuring and a proper 
rotation. There is no mysterious disease to 
be dealt with.

The general house 
shortage has forced these families into slums, | 
and for all our sakes we want to get them 
out. Slumdom itself would be less of a menace 
to public health if we could relieve its con- 
gestion; if we could release its better con- 
ditioned inhabitants. 

““ We are getting £72 a house as a Govern- 
ment grant for the housing scheme the 
Corporation has in hand. f the Govern- 
ment will grant £70 a house for 
the new proposal, I believe that the Corpora- 
tion could build 500 houses to let 
at 6s. 6d. or 7s a week without putting 
any undue burden on the ratepayers. 

“ What is the essence of your proposal? 


“IN THE AIR.” 


“Really, it is in the air at present. !t 
is at the coming Public Health Conference 
that the housing question will be crystalhsed. 
Those bodies to have schemes ready then will 
receive most consideration from the Govern- 
ment. It is our intention to be ready. We 
hope to devise a scheme to erect houses at 
a cost of £250 each, exclusive of develop- 
ment costs, such as drains, sewers, roads, 
etc. Something like 3,000 houses would be 
required for a complete sium clearance. We 
propose to start by putting up 500 houses 
as a first casement. At a rough ‘estimate 
that would mean a cost of £135,000. A 
Government ant of £35,000 would leave 
£100,000. I think that we could face that.” 

Mr. O’Malley did not develop the sequence 
of these roseate beginnings of his plan. He 
left it to be inferred that the interest and 
sinking fund on a loan of £100,000, which 
might mean an annual charge to the rates 
of about £8,000, would be more than met by 
the annual rentals of the 500 houses if let 
at 7s. a week. He reckoned that develop- 
ment charges might be estimated at about 
£10,000, and that this sum could not mean 
more than about three-halfpence in the £ 
as an addition ta. the rates. 

lf the Government rises to the occasion, 
Mr. O’?‘alley’s scheme will be self-support- 
ing; but he admitted that-the houses might 
cost as much as £270 each. The houses are 
to be of about 9,000 cubic feet capacity ; 
one living room and three bedrooms, and 
outside lavatory accommodation. They will 
be erected on virgin sites away from the 
resent congested areas. They will probably 
be built in blocks around a central playing 
ground, with small gardens to each house. 

Mr. Nolan, Town Clerk of Limerick, said 
that this new housing scheme had never been 
considered by the Co tion. ‘he special 
committce before which it had been men- 
tioned had not taken any definite action in 
regard to it, and he was not in possession 
of a resolutio# on the subject. Invited to 
express his personal opinion, Mr. ivolan said 
that he thought it would, in part, be success- 
ful. He did not think that it would be 
carried out as a whole. He mentioned that 
the Corporation had largely exhausted its 
borrowing powers. 

Mr. Joseph Peacocke, the City Surveyor, 
said that he was not very optimistic about 
the building of houses that could be let at 
6s. 6d. a week. In his experience, houses 
could not be built for which 6s. 6d. a week 
would be an economic rent. He did not think 
it could be done for 10s. a week. 

Several members of the Corporation were 
approached. One said that the majority of 
the Corporation would support a scheme of 
the kind. Another said that the Progressives 
were in a majority. It had all come from 
their side of the house. It was up to them 
to fulfil their programme. A third councillor 
said that no plans had been made yet. He 
was afraid they would not be able to do it. 

A number of Limerick business men 
were spoken to. One, who had a 
£200 valuation, said that he feared, as far as 
the ratepayers were concerned, any increase 
of rates would be objected to. The ratepayer 
would not be prepared to pay the difference 
between economic and uneconomic rents. He 
did not think the Government grant would 
be of such proportions as to warrant the 
undertaking. Another said that business in 
Limerick could not bear the costs of philan- 
threpic enterprise. 

A leading member of one of the prafessions 
said ‘that there would be no difficulty so far 
as the Council was concerned. Revaluation 
of property in the City of Limerick was sadly 
needed. The high. rates were the. effect of 
inadequate valuation. New premises were 
valued on modern lines. Revaluation would 
mean a more equitable distribution of rates. 

In a final word about the new project Mr. 
O’Malley said that their idea was to select a 
number of recognised people in the archi- 
-tectural world, offer prizes for plans and 
designs, and to the winner of the first prize 
give the carrying through of the scheme,

THE CHAMPIONSHIP WON.

LAMORGAN were always struggling 
¥ in their game against Yorkshire at 
Scarborough yesterday, and by three 
o'clock Yorkshire had secured their 
sixteenth victory of the season by an innings 
and 120 runs. This success made the cham- 
pionship virtually theirs, though actually two 
more points are still required by Yorkshire 
to make it mathematically certain for them. 
HOW THEY STAND. ; 

The exact position of the competition is as 
follows :— 

Yorkshire, with matches against Middlesex, 
Northamptonshire, Surrey and Sussex to 
play, have already 261 points to their credit, 
and may bring their aggregate to 521. 

Gloucestershire, w’» have Surrey, Gla- 
morgan (twice), Warwickshire, and North- 
amptonshire, still to meet, can show 187 
points at the moment, and so may possibly 
tinish with an aggregate of 262 

Notts, whose remaining engagements are 
with Essex, Lancashire, Kent and Hampshire. 
have so far registered 189 points, but cannot 
raise their aggregate beyond 249, — oa 

Thus the possibility of Yorkshire failing 
to carry off the championship is of the 
remotest description. For the competition to 
have any other issue than a Yorkshire 
triumph, it is necessary that Gloucestershire 
must win outright their five remaining con- 
tests, and Yorkshire suffer actual defeat in 
every one of their last four games. Even 
in that event the West Countrymen would 
pall through by only a single point—262 to 
261. Yorkshire, indeed, have merely to draw 
one match; even if in that encounter they are 
behind on the first innings, to be certain of 
the championship. 


SUCCESSION OF VICTORIES. 


Rarely has an honour been more gallantly 
achieved that that which the Yorkshiremen 
appear to be certain to gain. In the latter 
part of June, with nearly a third of their 
programme fulfilled, they stood, with “no 
result” in five engagements, eighth on the 
list, only two of their matches having yielded 
them victories. Since that time they have 
played fifteen games, winning thirteen of 
them outright, and leading on the first innings 
in two drawn contests, as a result registering 
in the course of those encounters 205 points 
out of a possible 225. There has been nothing 
quite so sweeping in the history of the com- 
petition since Middlesex, in carrying off the 
championship in 1920, won every one of their 
last nine matches. 

FINE BOWLING BY BOWES. 

In the match at Scarborough yesterday 
Bowes bowled very well on a wicket which 
was almost fast. He frequently made the ball 
lift, and came through with seven wickets 
for 71, while in fhe whole match he had a 
record of eleven wickets for 98 runs. Four- 
teen runs came off his first over after lunch, 
but twice after the interval he secured two 
wickets in an over. Much of Glamorgan’s 
batting was weak and irresolute, and, apart 
from D. Davies and Lavis, little resistance 
was offered. Davies hit hard, once hitting 
Verity for six and four from successive balls, 
and he was eighth out after playing soundly 
for an hour and threequarters. He hit a six 
and three 4’s. Earlier in the day Bates and 
Dyson had put on 39 in forty minutes for the 
second wicket, while Turnbull helped D. 
Davies to add 26 more runs for the fifth. The 
innings, however, closed for 153, having lasted 
ten minutes short of three hours. Incidentally, 
this was the twelfth time during the season 
that Yorkshire had won with an innings to 


spare. 
VICTORY FOR KENT. 


Although a sharp shower just on half-past 
eleven caused fifty minutes’ delay in the re- 
sumption of play at. Portsmouth, the Hamp- 
shire batting broke down so badly that Kent 
won the match at five minutes to four by 115 
runs. Probably the rain made little difference 
to a pitch that always gave the batsmen and 
bowlers a fair.chance. Kent, during the pre- 
vious two days had shown their superiority 
in setting Hampshire such a heavy task as 
332 runs for victory, and the loss of Bailey 
overnight for 22 runs suggested what would 
happen, All went well for Hants so long as 
Mead stayed with Brown. They added 57 in 
forty-five minutes, but when was third 
out at 147, four more men fell for 24. Boyes 
hit freely, one of several drives off Freeman 
going over the boundary, and the last wicket 
put on 29 before a catch at the wicket finished 
the match. Freeman and Marriott shared the 
han, the amateur being much less expen- 
sive.

RETAINED BY J. BURKE.

LAHINCH, Friday. 
OR the fourth year in succession, Sean 
F Burke (Lahlacá) to-day won the South 
of Ireland hampionship, beating 
Ronald Dwyer (Hermitage) by 10 and 9 in the 
thirty-six holes final. 
The more one sees of Burke’s golf the 
stronger becomes the conviction that, so long 
as he defends it, it will be useless for any 
Irish golfer to come here in quest of the 
title, which formerly was much sought after 
by many. golfing giants of the past, including 
Mr. John Ball. Mr. Harold Hilton, Mr. 
Lionel Munn and Mr. Sydney, Fry. Unknown 
outside Lahinch when he won his first cham- 
pionship, he has played himself into the very 
forefront of Irish golf, and, as there is a 
dearth of promising young players in the 
country, is likely to remain there for some 


years. . 
A HOPLELESS POSITION. 

On this occasion it was thought that Dwyer, 
plus 1 at Hermitage, would give him a 
run for it, although the latter had not played 
to his handicap in one match here. urke, 
however, outclassed the Dublin player, who, 
except at a few holes, never struck the form 
which we know him to be capable of con- 
sistently revealing on his home course. 

On the way out in the morning Dwyer 
played only one hole badly—the second, where 
he had a 6. From the fifth to the ninth,- in- 
clusive, he was one better than fours, and yét 
was two down. Of the first six he lost, four 
and halved two, but a brilliant flash brought 
him a.brace of 3’s at the seventh and eighth. 
Homeward, Burke played two holes rather 
carelessly, I thought, these being the 14th and 
18th. ‘He, however, opened with a few beauti- 
ful 3’s—at Nos. 9, 10 and 11—and a 4 at the 
135th gave him a 5 holes-lead. ' 

Dwyer broke down under the strain and had 


sixes at the 14th and 15th, so that he was! 


seven to the bad. Short at the 16th, he re- 
quired a 4 to? Burke's ó, and a ped home 
hole for 6 left the position at the adjourr.ment 
for luncheon Burke 7 up. 

So far it was one of the most disappointing 
finals ever played at Lahinch, with the result 
a foregone conclusion. 

BURKE’S EIGHT FOURS IN SUCCESSION. 

Dwyer began the second round with a per- 
fect 4, Burke being trapped at the greenside 
and picking up; buf then came from the 
holder a crushing sequence of fours, which 
ended only when the match finished at .the 
9th; as a matter of fact; at several holes he 
barely failed to get down in three. Dwyer, 
however, had a chance.of a ó at the 6th, to 
which he played two most extellent shots, 
bnt he was stymied off Burke's putt, and was 
unable te negotiate it from about a yard.

Justice and Boy Witness.

LETTERKENNY, Friday. 

At Gweedore two boys—John Gallagher, 
of Meenderrygamp, and Dominick Gallagher, 
of Meenanillen—were charged with assaulting 
Maurice Boyle, of Ardunn. They were re- 
turned for trial. ' 

Boyle gave evidence that stones were 
thrown at him one night when returning 
from. a wake, Three youths were engaged in 
the assault, and they afterwards followed 
witness and kicked him. He was unable to 
identify them. 

A student, John Callaghan, was called by 
the: State, and said that he had been in the 
company of both the accused bovs on this 
night, but he knew nothing of the alleged 
assault. 

Superintendent Murphy was granted leave 
to treat Callaghan as a hostile witness, and, 
on. being cross-examined, Callaghan admitted 
that in one of two statements made to the 
he implicated the Gallaghers. He 
now repudiated the statement that the 
accused boys had interfered with Boyle in his 
presence, and said that he made this state- 
ment because the Guards frightened him into 
doing so. They threatened him, and told 
him they would get him into.‘trouble if he 
did not say what they wanted him to say. 

Superintendent Murphy said that, in view 
of the. turn in the proceedings, he did not 
propose to proceed further, 

The Justice disagreed with this proposal, 
and thought the prosecution should go on. 
He said that, whatever outcome there was to 
the case, he was not going to allow the Court 
to be made a vehicle for defeating the ends 
of justice. 

The Guards’ evidence was that the state 
ment referred to was made by the boy quite 
voluntarily. 

Both the accused boys denied the charge. 

The Justice said that his own view wags 
that young Callaghan had told a pack of 
falsehoods.
